1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 3-4, 6-21 
and 26-27 are allowed over the prior art of record. Current invention teaches an illuminated key 
cap, that is illuminated through a plurality of holes collectively combined to form a visual trace 
of a character, and a groove on the front face of the cap to connect the holes such that the traces 
are visible in daylight.
